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REPORT; 


The  Managers  of  the  “  Philadelphia  Society  for  the  Employ¬ 
ment  and  Instruction  of  the  Poor,”  present  the  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  operations  at  the  House  of  Industry,  Catharine 
street,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth,  for  the  year  ending,  March 
81st,  1862. 

It  was  the  expectation  of  the  Managers,  upon  the  breaking 
out  of  the  present  disastrous  rebellion,  that  the  condition  of  the 
poorer  population  of  the  city  would  be  very  unfavorably  affected 
by  it.  This  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case.  Although  nearly 
every  branch  of  trade  and  manufactures  has  been  prostrated, 
and  the  employment  usually  afforded  has  been  in  a  very  great 
degree  reduced,  yet  the  immense  number  of  men  required  for 
the  armies  of  the  United  States,  has  been  more  than  an  equiva¬ 
lent  in  this  respect. 

Many  of  those  who  during  the  winter  are  thrown  out  of  work, 
and  many  others  who  lead  a  comparatively  idle  life,  have  enlisted, 
and  been  removed  from  the  city ;  in  nearly  all  cases,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  pay  of  these  soldiers  has  been  remitted  to  their 
families  at  home ;  and  this,  together  with  the  operations  of  the 
Army  Relief  Committee,  has  had  the  effect  of  preventing  the 
heavy  burden  of  the  war,  which  has  been  felt  so  severely  by  the 
middle  classes,  from  pressing  so  heavily  on  the  poor  of  the 
city. 

The  number  of  persons  applying,  and  received  into  the  House, 
as  inmates,  is  much  less  than  |the  preceding  year ;  only  919 
being  on  the  register.  These  persons  receive  board  and  lodging, 
and  usually  remain  in  the  House  from  five  days  to  one  week. 
They  are  in  many  cases  travelling  in  search  of  work,  or  are  those 
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thrown  suddenly  out  of  employment.  The  House  acts  as  a 
temporary  shelter  and  home  in  such  cases. 

Their  names,  ages,  usual  occupations,  birth-places,  &c.,  are  re¬ 
gistered.  Many  just  released  from  prisons,  or  station  houses, 
are  applicants.  All  persons  who  apply  at  the  door  of  the  In¬ 
stitution  are  received  at  once,  except  when  intoxicated,  or  dis¬ 
orderly  in  conduct ;  or  when  recognized  as  having  many  times 
before  received  the  aid  of  the  Society,  and  being  unworthy  of 
further  assistance.  Good  order  is  required  to  be  maintained  by 
the  inmates,  and  when  any  behave  in  a  disorderly  manner,  they 
are  immediately  removed. 

The  House  being  intended  primarily  for  the  aid  and  shelter 
of  the  honest,  well  conducted,  and  unfortunate,  it  is  the  more 
requisite  to  keep  it  in  such  a  condition,  that  those  who  preserve 
their  self-respect  and  decency  of  behaviour,  shall  be  encouraged 
in  their  efforts  to  improve ;  and  not,  by  the  power  of  evil  asso¬ 
ciation  and  example,  be  further  exposed  to  temptation.  With 
this  view,  much  care  is  taken  to  keep  the  house,  chambers  and 
table,  in  a  cleanly  and  proper  condition  ;  inmates  are  encouraged 
to  make  free  use  of  the  bathing  and  washing  rooms,  and  to  keep 
themselves  in  clean  and  decent  apparel  ;  clothing  being  fre¬ 
quently  given  them,  from  the  stock  on  hand  in  the  House,  under 
care  of  the  Matron.  They  are  also  aided  in  obtaining  situa¬ 
tions,  or  are  employed  as  much  as  possible  about  the  Institution, 
during  their  stay. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  inmates  for  the  year  just 
ended,  has  been  entirely  among  the  males.  The  number  of  fe¬ 
males  received  has  been  greater  then  for  two  years  past. 

The  919  persons  received  as  inmates  represents  but  a  part  of 
the  operations  of  the  Society.  During  the  winter,  from  175  to 
180  persons  per  day  have  received  dinner  at  the  House  ;  re¬ 
quiring  daily  from  75  to  80  gallons  of  soup,  and  about  60  lbs.  of 
bread,  made  in  the  Institution.  The  colored  and  white  school 
children,  and  the  women  employed  in  the  sewing  room,  received 
their  dinner  regularly,  during  the  winter,  and  are  included  in 
the  above  enumeration.  86  persons  have  been  supplied  with 
clothing,  mostly  new  and  made  in  the  House. 

During  the  winter,  a  large  number  of  persons  apply  at  the 
door  in  the  mornings  for  breakfast ;  many  of  them  are  from  the 
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streets  and  station  houses,  where  they  have  passed  the  night. 
The  matron  reports  that  650  so  applying  have  received  a  meal 
of  bread  and  coffee. 

The  greater  part  of  the  cinders,  from  the  fire  under  the 
steam  heating  apparatus,  has  been  used  by  the  poor  of  the 
vicinity.  Women  and  children  have  been  called  in,  from  pick, 
ing  up  refuse  coal,  &c.,  on  the  large  lot  opposite,  and  cinders 
given  them  ;  in  some  instances  coal  has  been  given.  Coal  has 
also  been  sold  in  small  quantities,  at  less  than  cost,  among  this 
class. 

A  number  of  the  poor  women  employed  in  the  workrooms, 
have  been  supplied  with  the  bread  not  used  at  the  school  chil¬ 
dren’s  dinners,  to  take  home  to  their  families. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  dispensary  physicians,  persons 
under  their  care  have  been  supplied  with  groceries,  oatmeal,  &c. 

Two  large  rooms  in  the  second  story  of  the  House  are  set 
apart,  during  the  winfer,  as  employment  rooms  for  poor  women, 
who  receive  their  dinner,  and  a  small  amount  of  wages,  for  their 
work;  the  better  class  of  sewers,  in  the  larger  room,  making 
up  clothing  for  sale  and  distribution  ;  the  less  expert,  in  cutting 
and  sewing  carpet  rags,  for  which  a  ready  sale  is  found.  This 
year  only  the  rag  room  was  opened ;  it  appearing  that  there 
would  be  scarcely  any  applicants  from  among  the  better  class  of 
sewers,  who  were  employed  on  army  work  at  a  much  higher 
price.  In  the  carpet  rag  room  the  number  employed  has  been 
larger  than  usual,  the  average  being  about  40  daily.  A  large 
proportion  were  colored  women  from  the  vicinity,  a  majority 
were  aged  and  infirm,  unable  to  make  a  living.  All  were  of 
orderly  and  decent  conduct.  The  whole  number  employed  was 
82  ;  1985  days  of  employment  were  given  ;  2583  lbs.  of  carpet 
balls  were  made,  and  §199.64  paid  in  wages  among  them  ;  18 
left  for  situations.  The  room  was  kept  open  longer  than  usual, 
and  closed  for  the  season  on  the  28th  of  March.  The  large 
workroom  was  for  a  time  occupied  by  a  committee  of  ladies, 
who  employed  therein  a  large  number  of  poor  colored  women 
to  make  clothing  for  the  contrabands.  The  House  furnished 
dinner  to  those  employed. 

All  donations  of  new  or  part  worn  articles  of  clothing,  shoes, 
groceries,  provisions,  &c.,  will  be  thankfully  received,  or  sent 
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for  by  the  Matron.  A  list  of  such  donations  for  the  past  year 
is  appended  to  this  report.  Articles  of  clothing  are  at  all  times 
very  much  in  demand,  and  can  be  usefully  distributed. 

Religious  services  have  ^been  held  on  the  Sabbath,  mornings 
and  evenings,  by  members  of  the  Methodist  church,  and  attend¬ 
ed  by  inmates. 

The  large  steam  boiler,  for  heating  the  House  and  supplying 
hot  water,  being  worn  out,  was  replaced  by  a  new  one,  at  an 
expense  of  §694.98  cts.,  in  large  part  defrayed  by  private 
subscriptions.  In  consequence  of  this  change,  the  bath  rooms 
could  not  for  some  time  be  supplied  with  water,  and  therefore 
the  number  of  bathers  is  less  this  year  than  usual ;  1122  baths 
were  taken.  The  school  children  also  receive  frequent  baths. 
To  those  who  are  able  to  pay  a  small  sum  is  charged. 

The  Dispensary  occupies  two  rooms  on  the  1st  floor  of  the 
House  ;  one  used  by  the  resident  apothecary  as  a  drug  store, 
the  other  for  the  reception  and  examination  of  patients  by  the 
physicians.  This  department  affords  medical  advice,  medicines, 
and  the  kind  of  food  necessary  in  sickness  ;  it  has  been  in  very 
active  operation  ;  a  full  account  of  the  work  done  is  added  to  this 
report. 

The  arrangement,  by  which  the  Managers  of  the  St.  George, 
St.  Andrews,  and  Albion  Beneficial  Societies,  send  their  appli¬ 
cants  for  relief  to  the  House  of  Industry,  on  payment  of  a  daily 
sum  towards  the  support  of  each  person  received,  still  con¬ 
tinues  ;  enabling  these  Societies  to  give  relief  at  a  moderate 
cost,  and  in  a  way  effectually  preventing  any  use  of  their  bounty 
to  other  purposes  than  food  and  shelter. 

The  Industrial  School  for  poor  white  children  has  been  open 
through  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  usual  summer  vaca¬ 
tion.  The  scholars  are  principally  from  the  numerous  abodes 
of  poverty  and  wretchedness  in  the  neighborhood ;  their  homes 
are  visited  by  the  teacher,  who  reports  general  neglect  of  the 
children  by  their  frequently  drunken  parents.  During  the 
year  ending  April  1st,  1862,  170  names  have  been  on  the  roll 
book.  The  average  attendance  was  48 ;  during  the  winter, 
when  the  children  received  dinner  at  the  House,  the  number  was 
53.  1800  baths  were  given,  and  53  articles  of  clothing  distributed 
among  them ;  25  have  been  found  situations.  It  is  believed  that 
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few  of  the  scholars  would  have  received  any  instruction,  had  it 
not  been  for  this  school.  Donations  of  clothing  are  very  much 
needed. 

An  Industrial  School  for  colored  children,  and  maintained  in¬ 
dependently  of  our  Society,  continues  in  the  free  occupancy  of 
several  rooms  in  the  House.  It  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  large 
colored  population  of  the  vicinity,  and  is  satisfactorily  taught 
by  three  colored  teachers.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
year  was  65.  About  1750  baths  were  given.  332  articles  of 
clothing  were  distributed,  of  which  118  were  made  in  the 
school.  During  the  winter  100  pairs  of  shoes  were  made,  and 
96  pairs  mended. 

In  consequence  of  the  troubled  state  of  the  country,  and  gen¬ 
eral  reduction  of  incomes,  it  was  found  much  more  difficult  than 
usual  to  collect  subscriptions ;  and  the  amount  received  is  below 
that  of  former  years.  The  expenses  of  the  Society  have,  how¬ 
ever,  been  materially  reduced,  from  the  decreased  number  of  in¬ 
mates,  and  it  is  free  from  debt.  The  affairs  of  the  House  have 
been  conducted  in  the  most  economical  manner  ;  and  the  build¬ 
ing  is  kept  in  such  excellent  condition,  that  it  would  seem  to  a 
casual  observer,  almost  impossible,  that  the  numbers  on  the 
register  could  have  been  lodged  and  fed,  the  workrooms  kept  in 
order,  and  all  the  many  duties  of  the  House  fulfilled,  with  so 
small  an  outlay  in  salaries. 

The  Matron  has  energetically  maintained  order  among  the 
daily  changing  and  often  unruly  persons  received,  without  find¬ 
ing  any  further  superintendence  necessary  than  that  of  some  of 
the  Managers. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  rebellion,  the  demands  upon  the 
Society  will  in  all  probability  be  unusually  great ;  and  the 
Managers,  while  returning  their  thanks  to  those  who  have  so 
generously  aided  them,  feel  the  urgent  necessity  of  making  an 
earnest  appeal,  to  all  interested  in  charitable  objects,  for  further 
assistance  ;  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  keep  the  House  of  In¬ 
dustry  fully  occupied  in  its  work  of  shelter  and  relief  to  the 
sick,  homeless,  and  unfortunate,  who  come  to  its  door.

Report  of  %  Committee  oit  %  gispeirsarm 

The  Committee  on  the  Dispensary  respectfully  report,  that  the 
department  under  their  care  is  in  an  effective  condition. 

Its  operations  during  the  past  year  have  been  more  extensive 
and  varied  than  ever  before  ;  and  your  committee  believe,  that 
a  large  and  increasing  amount  of  good  has  resulted  to  that 
portion  of  the  community  which  has  availed  itself  of  its  bene¬ 
fits. 

Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  surgeons,  caused  by  the  re¬ 
bellion,  our  medical  board  has  undergone  some  changes,  and  is 
not  now  entirely  complete  ;  but  by  making  new  divisions  of  the 
labor  among  the  physicians  who  remained,  and  the  appointment, 
when  necessary,  of  temporary  assistants,  any  difficulty  from  this 
cause  has  been  obviated,  and  our  patients  have  continued  to 
receive  careful  attention. 

The  division  of  that  part  of  the  city  below  South  street  into 
four  districts,  and  the  allotment  to  each  of  one  principal  and 
one  assistant  physcian  nominally  continues,  as  in  former  years  ; 
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but  from  the  cause  above  noted,  the  attending  physicians  have 
been  obliged  in  some  cases,  to  conduct  both  the  clinical 
and  out  door  practice  of  their  districts  ;  and  the  committee  de¬ 
sire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  value  of  their  faithful 
and  ardous  efforts,  as  well  as  of  those  of  the  resident  apothecary.

of  this  report.
